“She was diagnosed with stage 4 
cancer.

AN event to showcase the domestic abuse 
services commissioned by Lancashire County 
Council has been held. 

The Partnership Launch and Celebration Event, 
held at the Gujarat Centre in Preston, brought local 
organisations together to promote the new ser- 
vices. 

They have been introduced to ensure that resid- 
ents of Lancashire have access to a comprehensive 
range of services that can support individuals and 
families experiencing domestic abuse. 

These services include providing different types 
of safe accommodation, including sanctuary 
schemes, which allow survivors to continue to live 


safely in their own home. The county council is 
also continuing its funding for refuges, which sup- 
port people in crisis situations. 

The event was opened by County Councillor 
Peter Buckley, cabinet member for community and 
cultural services. 

County Councillor Buckley said: “The county 
council has commissioned these new services, 
investing more than £4m as part of its statutory 
duties under the domestic abuse act. 

“The services complement existing support, such 
as refuges, which are still hugely important, but we 
can now offer more targeted support at an early 
stage to help stop abuse from escalating. 

“The event is part of our plans to work together to 
ensure we can make the best use of these new ser- 
vices to protect vulnerable people across our 
county.”

He was found asleep in the living 
room and the officers pulled him to 
safety 

Lancashire Police Federation chair 
Rachel Hanley said their actions 
were ‘brave and selfless.’ 

She said: “Once again this incident 
shows how police officers are much 
more than crime fighters. We are 
lifesavers. 

“The brave and selfless actions of 
these quick-thinking officers 
undoubtedly saved the life of the 
householder and prevented a poten- 
tially catastrophic outcome for the 
other residents in the block of flats. 

“thank Paul and Simon for their

Historic convent 


to get new lease of 


life after takeover

A VICTORIAN villa in Parbold, 
which was used as a convent 
for more that 70 years, has 
been snapped up by a 
developer. 

PJ Livesey has acquired Lan- 
caster House on its 6.5acre site 
from the charity, The Sisters of 
Notre Dame de Namur UK and 
options for its future include con- 
verting the main building back 
into a private residence, as well 
as adding new-build units. 

Lancaster House was built in 
1845 and has been home to the 
Sisters of Notre Dame Namur 
since 1947. 

PJ Livesey, which states that it 
has built its reputation “throug 
the painstaking renovation of some of the 
finest period properties in the country” are 
currently in the process of creating a planning 
application which will be submitted to West 
Lancashire Council this summer. 

There were reports last year that the build- 
ing would be turned into a 70-unit care village 
after it was first placed on the market. 

The building was first erected as a private 
residence in the 18th century and later bought 
and extended by the charity. 

It was used as a convent between 1947 and

Between 1929 and 1947, the former home 
of Hugh Ainscough and his family was rented 
to the Sisters of Notre Dame, of Everton Val-

ley, Liverpool, who used it for short term and 
summer holidays. 

Records state that the first Mass to be 
offered there was on March 6, 1930.. 

The property was purchased by the congreg- 
ation of Notre Dame on October 13, 1947, 
and since 1965 has been used as a Pastoral 
Centre. It currently holds the Offices of the 
Provincialate Team for the Notre Dame Sis- 
ters. 

The property was extended in the mid- 
1980s to provide a nursing wing. 

The property is surplus to requirements, 
with existing sisters to be looked after within 
other convents operated by Sisters of Notre 
Dame Namur.

THE FUTURE of motoring doesn’t look 
good. I’ve seen it - and it’s called London. 

I know this because the other day, en-route 
to cover the Platinum Jubilee celebrations for 
Classic Car Weekly, I did something I almost 
never do, and ventured into the capital in one 
of my own cars. Or rather, I skirted around the 
edges of its innermost organs, trying not to fall 
foul of one of its many rules. 

The reason why all of this is topical is 
because London mayor Sadiq Khan is 
currently consulting on whether to expand the 
city’s Ultra Low Emissions Zone all the way 
out to Greater London's outer boundaries, and 
when London throws itself into the deep end it 
isn’t long before towns and cities in other parts 
of the country dip their toes. 

Of course, there will be plenty of you arguing 
that I probably shouldn't be venturing towards 
the clogged-up innards of Britain’s biggest 
city in a 24-year-old Toyota anyway - and 
that’s exactly the effect that the ULEZ had, as 
I cautiously skirted the North Circular, tootled 
over Kew Bridge and then into the stop-start 
stutter of its southern sibling en-route to my 
event, conscious that any misinterpreted 
direction would send me straight into a 
stringent world of emissions rules and a 
£12.50 a day charge. £12.50. In some parts of 
the capital, that’s very nearly the cost of a pint. 


But to be honest, the ULEZ charge didn’t 
really bother me - although it did lead to 
the bizarre sight of a Tesla Model S charging 
happily into the zone, followed by a 1920s 
Bentley and an Austin Ten, the latter two 
being exempt from the charges because 
they're historic vehicles. What got me was.... 
everything else outside the zone. 

It was the double red lines flanking every 
single stretch of road for miles around. The 
flotilla of cameras monitoring every junction 
to make sure you didn't stop, and the endless 
signs insisting you didnt let your engine idle, 
on pain of a £40 fine, if you did. Chuck in a 
formula for traffic lights that seem to spend 
half a femtosecond on green and a fortnight 
on red, and you've got the perfect recipe for 
motoring hell. With the M25 neatly wrapping 
it up. 

At the time of this week’s Champion landing 
on your doorstep I havent had any sternly- 
worded letters from Transport for London 
letting me know that I’ve broken one of its 
many, many rules, but the experience of 
creeping through the capital's streets - and this 
was the bits around Hammersmith, Kew and 
Richmond, so not even the really congested 
centre - wasnt even remotely enjoyable. It 
took over an hour to do 18 miles. 

Don't get me wrong. I’m a huge fan of our 


a 
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nation’s biggest city, but if you're thinking of 
going any time soon, go and get an advance 
train ticket and hop on at Wigan or Lime 
Street instead. Sadiq's just opened a shiny new 
train that speeds right through the capital, and 
it’s going to be much, much faster than any car 
you're thinking of bringing along. 

So yes, do as Sadiq says and go by public
